When the German Parlia-
ment Gets to Discussing
the Military Bill.

ANOTHER PITCHED BATTLE

Feared by the Government, So Soon
After the School Bill War,

Fifty Thousand More Men to Be Added
to the Standing Army—How the In-
creased Expense Is to Be Offset—The
Emperor and Von Caprivi Enamored
of the Biill—Wilhelm Combining Yacht-
ing and Politics—Russia Driven to
Dire Extremity—A Determined Dyna-
mite Fiend — Berlin Exhibition Pro-
moters Dellghted—Collapse of a Cale
and Restaurant—Interesting Budget
of German News.

Benuix, Aug. 7.—[ Copyright. | —The new
military bill has been completed and lies
in the Emperor’s cabinet awsiting his ap-
provel and siguature. The bill, probably
like ite etill-born predecessor, is of the
kind to provoke stormy discussion in Par-
ligment, and the Government is perplexed
as to the expediency of introducing it this
fall or next Januars, or in the fall of 1893

Those chrenie croakers, the Independents
and the irrepressible Socisl Democrats are
eertain to talk themselves hoarse, in and
out of the Reichstag, in proving that the
bill means crises and disasters, and the
Government fears the result of another
pitched battle of the parties so soon after
the school bill agitation.

The proposals in the bill, as far as they
can be ascertsined, are not extravagant
Oue is the introduction of the two-vear
term of military service, an issue on which
meny able officers have fallen out of impe-
rial favor, and which the crown has been
very tardy in seeepting, despite the lond
populsar demand for a reduction of the pres-
ent three-vear term.

Plans to Meat n Redoction,

To offset the effect of the proposed re-
duction the annusl recruiting will be so
regulsted as to add 50,000 more men to the
standiug army. Numerous skeleton for-
mations, which can be quickly compieted tor
the mobilization, will also be proposed,
Fifty new batteries will be one of the re-
quirements of the artillery, it is said, under
the new plan.

These changes will add 63,000,000 marks
annually to the military budget, but this
estimate probably is a few millions too dow.
Just how the Government expects to mest
the ineremse of expenciture is mot pet eer-
tain. There is some talk of raising the
tariff on tobaoco, or of introducing the old
Bismarekian proposal of & whisky monop-
oly. Both devices, however, wonld bring
the Government into bad odor with the
common people, and probably some other
way out of the financial dificulty will be
found. The Government is embarrassed in
its mction by the prospect of the general
elections of 1893, and therefore must pro-
ceed with extrewe eaution.

Dead in Love Wirh the Bl

The Emperor, Couni YVon Caprivi and
the general stafl are enamored of the bill
They believe that the proposed increase of
the standing army is imperative, especially
that in the artillers, which has not kept
pice with the French srtillers in the mili.
tary developments of the last ten vears. The
fate of the Reichstag depends on the eleri-
cals. The clericals, as usual, are awake to
the situation, and, although eurrying favor
with the Government by abusingBismarek,
occasionally sound a note of warning to
Caprivi that they are not to be had for the
asking, but must be paid well for their sup-
part.

Thus the Hodnische Vo'kuzeitwng, in sn ar-
ticle full of flattery to the Crown and bitter-
ness toward Bismwarek, lets fall the signifi-
caut remark of Windhorst that only Bis-
marck would be strong enoughas Chan-
cellor to secure the repeal of the law againet
the Jesuita and restore to the Catholies all
the privileges enjoyed by them before the
kulturkampf. Count Von Csprivi is now
negotiating with the clerieals for their
price, but as yet no definite understandiog
is in sight.

Von Walderses in 8 Protty Pickls,

Count Von Waldersee has returned from
his holidays in Bwitzerland, and is inspect-
ing the great military mailway in West-
phalia. Probably be will be summoned to
Berlin to give an aecount of his recent be-
bavior when the Emperor sha!l retarn from
Eungland. Waldersee is in an unenviable
position, Jespite his recent avowels that he
ie a mimple eoldier with no notion of in-
triguing with Bismarck or anybody else.
He dreads his interview with the Em-
peror, as he expects to be rapped over the
knuckles for his disereditable course dur-
ing the Bismarck feud. Should he escape
reproof, and perhaps retirement, it will be
only because the Emperor wishes to avoid
more crises, of which there have been a glut
in Germany recently, with the end not yet
in view.

In fact, the machinery of state
in this oity hes been seriously crippled by
the pecoliar indisposition of the men who

the peare powers. .

The renewed advances of Russia toward
negotiating a commercial treaty with Ger-
many are regarded with eoldness by the
Berlin press. Their only sim is thought to
be the eventunl placing of a Russian loan
in Berlin. France, wiile full of sympathy
and enthusiasm for her one ally, has no
money to lend the impecunious Empire.
Austria and Tialy are out of the question,
for financial as well as political reasons, and
England is not considered by the Russian
financiers as & profitable souree of aid.

Russis Driven to Dire Extremity.

Only the absolute necessity, thus indi-
cated, of getting money in Berlin or not at
all, has driven Russia to the extremity
where she is willing to make concessions to
her hated neighbor. The bait is too thin,
hiowever, and the press here, after exposing
the hook, warns German bankers that
Russin, poor, famine-stricken and scourged
with cholera, is the only Russia tha: will
not break the peace of Europe, adding that
every rouble lent to the Cear wounld increase
the probability of the Franco-Russian at-
tack on Germany.

General Lanza, the new ambassador from
Italy to Germany, is said to be a worthy
successor of Count di Launsy. He enjoys
in Italy a high rtrumlm 88 & soldier and
a diplomast, and in the public service has
filled many ble offices He was
born in 1837 and received & military edues-
tion.

‘.\I? 30. Caterer Blumel, who stiended it,
had trouble with several men, and was
ejecied by themn. While he was complain-
ing to the night watehman before the door,
& dozen men came from the hall, flonrishing
revolvers and threatening to exterminate
the Blumel family., They were followed by
Blumel's two sons There was & general
fight, in which Maoantesa took a conspieu-
ous part. Manantesn fired his revolver
several times, and when the night wateb-
man tried to arrest him, threatened to kill
anybody who laid hands on him.

It was learned su uently that Manan-
teau was & workman in Forester's dynamite
fuctory.

M
teau had planned to blow up the restaurant
where the fight ocenrred, the dynamite fae-
tory and the editor’s office, it Is said, and
then to blow up himself. His death during
his first attempt at revenge was the result,
therefore, it is thought, of miscaleulation.

JUDAISM LAW AND ORDER.

Doeds of Anarchists, Especially Rerkman's
Aet, Denounced by the Grand Master ot
the Free Sons of Israel—Stringent Im-
migration Laws Needed,

New Yorx, Aug. 7.—Julivs Harburger,
Grand Master of the Independent Order
Free Sons of Israel, addressing s meeting
of the order here to-day, paid among other

In 1880, when the religious crusades in
Roumania and Imperinl Russia took place
agninst the Hebrews, emigration by thou-
sands set in toward American shores. With
the yearly increase numbers of Anarehista
and Nihilists, made so through a brutal Gov-
ernment, came over with these unfortunates
and preached their damnable and pernicious
Goctrines. They had forgotten the essancse
of the teachings of their fathers—that Juda-
ism ia a religion of law and order.

The dastardly and cowardly attemptof &
Russian Nihilist dnynamiter and Anarchist
upon the life of the manager of the Car-
negie works ot Homestead has shown the
effect of the pernicious dootrines that have
been inculeated in the minds of many of
these aliens who land on our shores with-
out the first con of the duties of an
American eitizen, and the liberty aforded
to every individual under our form of gov-
ernment.

Relatives Who Harbored the Felon
Are to Be Prosecated.

THE WOUND WHICH CAUSED DEATH

The body of Martin Reed has been posi-
tively identified. The remains of the
‘Washington county murderer, who on Sai-
urdsey evening suicided in an icehouse at
Noblestown, where he had been hiding
after having added another murder to his
list by killing Deputy Sheriff Hogh Coyle
and wounding Chief of Police Orr, of Wash-
ington, were brought to this city early yes-
terday morning and placed in the morgue.

Coroner MeDowell impaneled a jury,
viewed the charred remains, took enongh
testimony to establish the identity of the
body, and, after having an autopsy held,
turned it over to Detective W. B. McBrida,
of Washington. MeBride is one of the de-
tectives who tracked the escaped felon to
his death. He took the body back to Wash-
ington last evening, turned it over to
Sheriff Cheny, and will to-day claim the
$500 reward offered by the Washington
county commissioners for eed’s body, dead
or alive.

Positively Identifisd as Martin Reed,

Coroner McDowell, on the evidense he
secured, issned a certificate that the bedy
was that of Martin Eeced, thereby disposing
of the story that the dead man was ooe of
the Cooley bova instead of Reed De-
tectives MeBride and Willilnmsen and
Chief of Police Orr all positively state thas
they had a full view of the man in the fes-
house before It was set oa fire, and that i
was Heed beyond a doubt.

It developed that instead of having put =
bulletinto his brain Reed had very eare-
fully held the revolver to his right breast
above the nipple, fired the bullet through
his breast and downward It passed
through his heart and the lowsr lobe of *
the left lung, struck and shattered the
ninth rib and passed out at his left side
The man evidently ealculated the right
place with eareful deliberation.
